British flag at Taipo onthe 16th Apnl, 388). 
It will be remembered that on the taking over 
of the New Tertitory we ‘found’a population 
ro sed to a spirit of active antagonism by lying 


repo ts carefully disseminated apparently with 


the co currence of the Chinese authorities. 
The attacks made upon our troops were casily 
defeated, and active hostilities ceased a'ter two

“Kingdom” comes. first with an addition of 
458,499 tons, and the United States follows 
with an increase of 274,800 tons. Germany 
shows an improvement of 144,679 tons, while 
the fourth place is-taken by France, the 
addition in the latter case being 102,294 tons.. 
Holland comes a long way, behind with 
45,925- tons. increases. Denmar! 
~weden showing somewhat. similar figures. 
Finally, slight advances have been made by 
Austria-Hungary, Italy, Norway, and Russia, 
the latter having added only 9,314 tons to its 
merchant service during the twelve months. 
~pain shows a decline, the reduction being 
from 784,537 tons to 764,447 tons, a decrease of 
20°90 tons. There is but one conclusion to 
be drawn from these results, says the Pall
